PARIS, Aug. 11.—;French attacks 


•were made on both sides of the 
Somme and Verdun front last night 
and at both places more ground was 
gained.

The war office, in its official com- 


munique, states that, on the Somme 
front, the French attacked northeast 
of Hardecourt, where progress was 
made. 


In the Verdun sector a sudden sur- 


prise attack was launched against 
the German position at Hill No. 304, 
west ot the Meuse. It was entirely 
successful. 


North ot the Somme the French 


guns were in action all night bom- 
barding -ne German positions. This 
cannonade was carriec out despite 
bad weather. 


LONDON, Aug. 11.—Advances 


were made by the British at two 
points on the Somme iront last night 
the war office reported today. 
North of Bazentin - Le - Petit, a 


short length of German trenches was 
captured. 


In thp district north ot Pozieres 


the British renewed their pressure 
against the Germans, forcing them 
back still further. 


A determined count sr attack was

But be sure they are entitled to that 


classification before fighting for them. 


Sometimes misguided individuals-strug- 


gle in behalf of projects which are not im- 
provements.

SHOW you. Ask him where it has 
been tried, and how it has worked. 
Ask him what the city will win or 
lose. Ask him whether or not the 
promised decrease in rates to all 
patrons of the plant will offset the 
increase in taxes laid to ail prop- 
erty owners, including those with- 
out telephones. Then ask him to 
PROVE what he has stated.

NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE, Aug. 11. 
-A fine piece of seamanship on the 


part of Major H. "Burton, an officer 
of the Royal Engineers and Super- 
intendent of the Tynemouth motor 
lifeboat, has been .^warded by the 
board of directors with their famous 
decoration known as "The American 
Cross of Honor.' 


Just how this time 
came to be

to the 
decoration is

known. The award is issued every 
two years to the person who has per- 
formed the most heroic deed in life 
saving during that period. 


It was on October 30, 1914 *hat 


Major Burton took out the life-boat

tor-lifeboat 
all the 
way back 
to 


Whitby, in Yorkshire, with a number 
of the saved crew on board—a dis- 
tance of 44 sea miles.

all on board and 


navigated the lifeboat through the 
night and storm 
unftided by coast

sion until after the 
polls 
closed. 


Auglaize and Delaware counties, it 
is said, are some of the counties in 
•which Newman's name did not ap- 
ptar on the primary ballot. 


"I am not ready to say it was an 


oversight," said Newman. "The first 
intimation I had that I was 'being 
dealt unfairly with was a few days 
before the primary' when my friends 
ftVecfthe state phoned me tLat sam- 
ple ballots were being sent them 
•with my name omitted. I had no 
further knowledge of any 
unfair- 


ness until my attention was called 
to the action of the prosecuting at- 
toiney of Auglaize county, where it 
was found that my name had been 
left off the official ballot. Since that, 
everything coming to me Indicates 
that in a number of counties I was 
similarly treated. If I am .defeated 
it will 'be because the voters of a 
ni'mber of counties didn't have a 
chance to vote for me."

ance Was Made. 


TOKIO. Aug. 11.—Three chief ob- 


jects are obtained by the recently 
concluded alliance between 
Japan 


and Russia, according to the ideas 
of well-informed political circles in 
Japan. 


Tbe first is the mutual elimina- 


tion of the menace of hostilities be- 
tween the two empires, which ha.s 
| existed for.-over half a century^ and, 
.•which waa not completely eradicated 
py tbe Russo-Japanese war. 


The second is the strengthening 


of each other's hand in dealing with 
the situation in China and the af- 
filiation of their special interests 
in that country > and the far east 
generally. 


The third is the relieving of Rus- 


sia's anxiety as to the protection of 
her rights and spheres of influence 
loathe far east and the consequent 
strengthening of her power to con- 
centrate on the situation in the Bal- 
kans and in Persia, which she be- 
lieves vitally to concern her future. 


As to the third point, a leading 


Japanese journal declared, voicing 
an opinion held by diplomats: 
"In 


return for what Russia does for us 
•we must give Russia whole-hearted 
and v'eorous assistance towards the 
realization of her national hope of 
finding an opening to the Mediter- 
ranean by way of the Balkan penin- 
sula," 


No Secret Clauses. 


Tie liveliest 
interest has 
been 


created here by insistent assertions 
by the Japanese press that'the n-w 
convention 
would contain secret 


clauses. 
These declarations which 


were especially emphasized before 
the convention 
was announced to 


the public, caused considerable em- 
barrassment to 
the 
government. 


They were followed by apparently 
inspired 
articles 
declaring 
that 


there was no truth in the pretension 


| of a secret arrangement. When the 


text of the alliance was published 
the foreign office took, tbe occasion 
to dany that secret clauses existed. 


Nothing authoritative is 
obtain- 


able to prove the existence of a pri- 
vate understanding, yet the opinion 
prevails in well-informed circles that 
the text of the convention as pub- 
lished does not represent the now po- 
litical arrangement in its entirety. 
The opinion is held by the Japanese 
press that the rights and interests 
refer to those already existent and 
those which may be acquired in the 
future and which are mutually rec- 
ognized by the parties to the conven- 
tion. 
Statements are emphatically 


made here that Great Britain and 
France were consulted before 
the 


signing of tbe alliance and that both 
these powers approved of it. 


America Not Affected. 


Representative 
Japanese realize 


that the United 
States has a real 


and altruistic interest in the conser- 
vation of the integrity of China and 
a practical interest in the mainten- 
ance of the policy of equal oppor- 
tunity, 
as 
guaranteed 
by 
the 


Takahira-Root agreement, and they 
arem anifesting great interest as to 
how the new alliance will be receiv- 
ed in America. 
As already cabled, 


the Japanese foreign ^iee told a 


* correspondent that 
the convention 


-A as an adjunct of the alliance with 
Great Britain based on the integ- 
rity of China and that the agreement 
with Russia would in no war affect 
' the trade interests 
of the United 


States. "China will jecessaril> re- 
main -open economically 
to every- 


body," said a prominent Japanese 
"We Japanese 
cannot conceive ol 


the United States 
interfering with 


the rights of interests of Japan in 
the far east and consequently cannot 


understand how the alliance could 
affect America.

stitute. 


The new saloon 
is more than a 


mere bar and lounge. The building 
is a flue stone structure in a prom- 
inent thoroughfare,

neither the German 
Bisr hall, nor 


thf British public house. 


The invasion of the neighborhood 


by the creation of a colossal mu- 
nitions factory in the neighborhood 
of Carlisle ww the origin of the idea 
of a kind of workman's club saloon.
